In  Lesson  2,  you  looked  at  a storyboard  in  Crossroads  10  for  the  last  part  of  the  story 
“To  Build  a Fire.”  Then  you  brainstormed  a list  of  possible  scenes  that  could  be  used  in  a 
storyboard  for  the  first  part  of  the  story.  Use  the  ideas  from  your  list  to  create  a storyboard 
similar  to  the  one  in  Crossroads  10  for  the  first  part  of  “To  Build  a Fire.” 


Begin  by  making  a plan  of  the  scenes  that  you’ll  want  to  draw.  Then  using  some  blank  paper, 
sketch  the  scenes  and  place  your  directions  beneath  each  scene.  Your  storyboard  should  have 
at  least  ten  scenes.  Attach  your  completed  storyboard  to  your  Assignment  Booklet. 

Don’t  be  concerned  if  you’re  not  artistic.  You  can  use  stick  figures  to  represent  the  man  and 
dog.  Focus  on  planning  the  scenes  so  that  you  tell  the  story  effectively. 


Label  your  storyboard  with  your  name,  the  Assignment  Booklet  number,  and  section  number. 
Attach  it  to  your  Assignment  Booklet. 


Use  the  following  checklist  to  ensure  that  you  have  remembered  to  do  everything  you  should 
for  this  assignment.

The  storyboard  contains  at  least  ten  frames. 

The  important  events  from  the  beginning  of  the  story  are  included. 

The  frames  have  been  organized  logically. 

Directions  for  the  camera  and  instructions  for  sound  effects  are  appropriate. 

The  storyboard  has  been  done  neatly  and  is  easy  to  read. 

The  text  has  been  edited  to  eliminate  errors  in  spelling,  grammar, 
capitalization,  and  punctuation. 

Your  storyboard  will  be  assessed  according  to  the  following  scoring  guide. 


The  student  has 

• included  the  important  events  from  the  beginning  of  the  story  2 marks 

• organized  the  frames  logically  and  neatly  in  an  easily  readable  manner  4 marks 

• given  appropriate  directions  for  the  camera  4 marks 

• given  appropriate  instructions  for  sound  effects  4 marks 

• edited  the  text  for  matters  of  correctness  1 mark

Journal  Scoring  Guide 

Carefully  edit  and  proofread  all  journal  entries  that  are  shared  with  a reader  (partner  or 
teacher). 

10  marks:  The  thoughts  are  perceptive  and  original.  The  content  is  detailed.  The  writing 
is  well  organized,  and  the  ideas  flow  logically.  Transitional  devices  linking  or  contrasting 
ideas  are  used  skilfully  and  effectively.  The  language  is  precise  and  creative. 

8 marks:  The  thoughts  are  perceptive.  The  content  is  detailed.  The  writing  is  well 
organized,  transitions  are  clear,  and  the  ideas  are  easy  to  follow.  The  language  is  accurate 
and  clear. 

6 marks:  The  thoughts  are  well  considered.  The  content  is  relatively  detailed,  allowing 
the  reader  to  understand  the  ideas  and  point  of  view.  The  writing  is  organized  so  that  the 
ideas  are  easy  to  follow.  The  language  is  straightforward  and  clear. 

4 marks:  Little  time  was  spent  thinking  about  and  reflecting  on  the  ideas  or  questions 
that  were  presented.  Few  details  have  been  provided  to  allow  the  reader  to  understand 
and  appreciate  the  message.  The  ideas  are  not  easy  to  follow.  The  language  is  vague, 
general,  or  inappropriate  to  the  task. 

2 marks:  Less  time  than  necessary  was  spent  on  this  journal  entry.  The  entry  doesn’t 
adequately  cover  the  topic  or  explore  the  important  ideas.  The  ideas  are  not  supported 
with  details.  The  ideas  are  difficult  to  follow  because  the  language  is  vague  or 
inappropriate. 

Insufficient:  The  journal  entry  is  off  topic,  is  illegible,  has  been  handled  inappropriately, 
or  lacks  sufficient  detail  to  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the  assignment.
